The trustees of the Andover Town Library submit the 
following report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1913. 

The number of books issued during the year at the 
Center Village was 2,919; and the number of borrowers 
was 347. At East Andover the number of books issued 
was 1,011; and the number of borrowers was 119. 

The decrease in the number of books issued during the 
year is due, apparently, to the disturbance in the routine 
of library work during the progress of moving the books at 
the Centre from the Academy building to temporary 
quarters in Proctor Hall. 

There is, however, a gratifying increase in the number 
of borrowers. 

The present location of the library is recognized as 
only temporary and the need of permanent quarters be- 
comes more pressing every year.
